"Plato's Communism and Modern 
Socialism" Was the Subject 
Dealt With. 

A very successful meeting of the 
Economics Club was held lust nlg'.U 
111 the Straihcoua Hall. Practically 
all the members of the Club were 
present, with the exception of Dr. 
nonunion, who was unavoidably ab- 
sent. J. K. Jlergler, Arts '19, was 
the speaker of the evening. He gave 
a very interesting paper on "Plato's 
Communism and Modern Socialism." 

An animated discussion followed 
the paper. In which all present took 
part/ 1 The President, Mr. Presner. 
commented at length on the paper, 
especially pointing out the clearness 
with which the speaker developed his 
subject. Mr. Levy then mude a few. 
criticisms, in which ho remarked up- 
on the high finality of the paper. The 
lady members also showed their in- 
terest in tho paper by taking a keen 
interest in the discussion. 

We have secured. Mr. Mergler's pa- 
per, and arc printing it verbatim, as 
It will no doubt be', of great interest 
to many who were unable to bo pres- 
ent last night. 

Already In ages gone bjv. men of 
keen Insight realized that the unend- 
ing strife und the unspeakable mis- 
cries infesting mankind wero due not 
to the Inborn wickedness of, man, 'but 
lo his divergence from a collective 
3tutc, which was more 'conformable 
to his natu.rci than a state of Indi- 
vidualism, in the poets of Grocce, 
particularly Hcslod, songs, very mol- 
ern in their sentiments, treating of a 
communistic age of the past, with a 
life of bliss, of love, of carelessness, 
aro merely the expression of man's 
longing for social harmony and un- 
ion. Their conclusion Is that to 
make human lite worth living tho 
material Interests of man must first 
be placed ou a par; the distinction 
between rich and poor, between own- 
ers and non-owners, must be eradi- 
cated from amongst us. 

What is worthy of note In our 
present discussion Is. the fact that 
the really JKreut Individuals, whether 
thoy existed 2O0U years .ago or are 
among our own contemporaries, have 
shown a firm failli In ihe .social in- 
stinct of man; nay, more tlian that, 
their chief claim lias been that man- 
kind will then .only really progress 
when all material interests will no- 
made identical. This fuJth alone 
could have moved men like Plato, lino 
Christ,, like Thomas More, or Karl 
Marx to devote their lives to «. mis- 
sion which lins seldom mot with re- 
ward. 

: Probably man has never bcon rcal- 
l'j Individualistic. Not being provid- 
ed by nature with fangs and claws, 
with natural weapons of offence or 
defence, his only safety was founî 
in union with his fellow-men. This 
dependence must have been wtill 
strengthened by the development of 
the family, and by the duty which 
devolved therefrom, of protecting tho 
offspring., To do so against tnc 
cruelty o'f boasts anil tho heedless- 
ness of nature man had recourse to 
the aid of his neighbour. Probably 
families grouped themselves. Into 
what became" eventually the tribe, 
and from the latter to the state was 
but a step. Thus the instinct of pre- 
serving the species made of man a 
builder of cities where, comparative 
security having been established, 
family life could bloom, love could 
bo cultivated, the fine arts and es- 
sential industries could develop, and 
the. mentality of man could expand. 
This, Indeed, may bo put*down as a 
general biological i law; that a specie? 
will exist the longest, attain the 
highest mental capacity, reach the 
best stage of material welfare, - pro- 
viding its member-", have developed 
along collective lines of action.' Biolo- 
gists point, with respect to this sub- 
ject, to the communities of parrots, 
of bees, or ants, or of beavers. These 
animals, t+ny and insignificant as 
they are as individuals, are never- 
theless a force when acting together. 
In their communal colonies producT 
tion goes on collectively, and ènjov- 
ment of the products is collective. 
When attacked by the common foe 
all members unite like one tiingle

The spectre of starvation Is abroad. 
Warnings of an impending shortage 
of food come from every part of the 
globe. The terrific struggle going on 
in Europe, which has resulted In 
withdrawing some 60,000,000 workers 
from produotive work and diverting 
their labour largely into destructive 
effort, has brought about an economic' 
situation which threatens us ail. 

Light-hearted people argue that 
Canada, being a vast agricultural 
country, cannot possibly suffer from 
lack of food, even under the most 
adverse conditions. There Is some 
truth in this assertion, but it is only 
partly true. A general world food 
shortage necessarily Involves hl^h 
prices, and high prices are automati- 
cally followed by suffering on the 
part of those who cannot afford to 
buy sufficient food at famine prices. 
We may, therefore, take it for grant- 
ed, that a serious general food short- 
age is likely to bring many people, 
even In Canada, face to face with ac- 
tual privation.

Last night tho- senior hockey team caught its stride by shutting 
out National iu the first City League game of the season. Last year 
National were close runuers up for the championship, and they 
have an equally strong team on the ice this winter— so that by thus 
defeating them the Red and White has, to say the least, started the 
season right. 

However, the fact remains that this is merely a commencement, 
and unless followed up in a satisfactory manner will avail little as 
far as securing the championship is concerned. Over confidence at 
this stage will of a certainty be fatal to the attaining of our fond 
ambition— the winning of the cup. McGill has an abundance of ma- 
terial this year, and it would indeed be regrettable were every pre- 
caution not taken and every effort put forward to carry off the 
(championship. 

One disappointing feature of last night's performance was the 
Jack of support which the 'team received in the form of organized 
(rooting. In Bpite of the fact that repeated exhortations had been 
miade and that the importance of whole-hearted support had been 
Repeatedly emphasized, there was a mere handful present to repre- 
sent the Rooters' Club. While the enthusiastic efforts of those who 
[were on hand were very acceptable and much appreciated, their sup- 
port was far from that which should have been accorded the team 
ion its first appearance this year. We are at a loss to account for 
jthe apparent apathy which evidently exists with regard to. such 
itoings, as the successes or failures of our hockey team. It is surely 
»ot too much to expect a hundred or a hundred and fifty ardent 
jrooters out on such an occasion as that of last night, and yet it is 
irloubtful if thirty men were in attendance. 

The team may do its utmost, and undoubtedly will, but with- 
out a certain amoiuit of encouragement and support from the body 
they represent, we must not be surprised if they, fail in their pur- 
pose. 

It is doubtless too much to expect that men should be in at- 
tendanpe at all these games, yet under the circumstances, ' and in 
view of the earnest attempt of those who had the matter in hand 
to mako the support a feature of last night's game, such upathy 
seems most regrettable. Can those of us who were not there to do 
our part congratulate ourselves to-day onMcGilPs victory? For, af- 
ter all, a win for the Red and White is a feather in each of our 
caps, and who will not feel some pride if McGill heads the League? 

NEMESIS WALKS AGAIN. 

These seems to be a tendency on the part of students Avho take 
responsible positions in student activities to sacrifice their studies in 
order to do their best by the organizations that depend upon their 
services: Often these leaders of school affairs are adverse to tak- 
ing time from their school work, but the organizations with which 
they are connected demand their time and energy. They are told that 
no one else can fill their place. 

One result invariably follows. The Eligibility Committee swoops 
down, just as the work of the organization reaches a delicate stage and 
demands the resignation of several important officers who arc not 
doing satisfactory class work; Inexperienced men must fill^tlieir 
positions, and in the shake-up improper feelings between the Uni- 
versity authorities and the students are likely to result, 

As long as the University ' eligibility rules remain as they are, 
there is only one answer to this situation. Students must do satis 

factory class work. v / . 

Everyone will profit in the long run if organizations would 
not ask more than a. reasonable amount of time and work from any 
member The side issues arc important, but they should not ob 
scure the real purposes of the Univcrsity.-University Daily Kan 
san.

There Is no 
sign of un end. Our enemies have 
devastated Belgium and enslaved Us 
people. They havo overrun Poland 
and taken to themselves its vast re 
sources in corn and food. The Iron 
of Lorraine, the salt mines of Gallcla 
and the oil fields of Roumanla are in 
their hands. They stand firmly en- 
trenched on the western front from 
the sea to Switzerland. Their own 
coastline from Holland to Denmark 
has thus far proved impregnable. 

Where is our Sacrifice? 

Wo only deceive ourselves If we 
hide the fact that the fate of the war 
—and with it all that is best In the 
world— hangs In the balance. 

Our soldiers in the field have done, 
and are doing, all that heroism can 
inspire, and all that endurance can 
fulfill. Are wo doing our share at 
homeï Wo go about our tranquil 
lives scarcely disturbed. Here and 
there, the swift dart of death, that 
strikes "somewhere in France," 
reaches, with its double point, some 
where in Canada, a mother's heart. 
Wo pause a moment In our sympathy 
and pass on. To and fro we Bo about 
our business. Wo pay our easy taxes, 
and subscribe to our so-called patrio- 
tic loan, so issued that the hungriest 
money-lender in New York is glad 
to clamour for a share of It. We 
eat, drink, and are merry, or, at least, 
not sad, professing a new philosophy 
of life as our sympathies grow dull 
to the pain and suffering that we do 
not share. 

Are we, the people of Canada who 
are at home, doing our proper part 
to help to win the war? 



organism to defend their home. These 
animals are among the most pros- 
perous and most intelligent of the 
animal world.

Even wolves, hunt in cotn- 
man, and unite en masse for purposes 
of offense or defence. And the mem- 
bers of the aamo pack never make 
systematic war on one another. This 
tjiory remains to the being who has 
reached the best development, phy- 
sically as well as mentally. Ttua 
glory remains to man. But man does 
not make war on his fellowinan be- 
cause he loves to do so, nor becauaa 
it Is In his nature t° do so, but be- 
cause the social and economic organi- 
zation—of which he Is a member- 
tends to separate his Interests from 
those of his fcllowmen. With the 
establishment of private property 
«une divergent interest betwwen 
owners and non-owners, and from 
that time on tip to the present day 
struggle and strife, have continued 
to exist. This was understood by 
Plato— this is being understood *y 
the socialists— but while Plato con 
demns the system of private own 
ershlp as something unjust, and sees 
In It the cause of all evils through 
the eyes of an idealist, the socialist 
sees in the system of private owner, 
ship a necessary historic step In tna 
evolution of industry, and therefore 
claims that this system can only be 
abolished -when it will have outworn 
Its historic mission.

The Royal Military College of 
Canada. 




First let us examine Plato's propos 
cd state, and let me ask you to bear 
with me a while In reviewing 
most essential historical facts con- 
nected with that work. 

The history of most states of an 
tlnuity had had one common course 
of development. The Individual state- 
began as a' strong collective organism 
-as Rome, for example— grew pow 
crful in the course of time, due to 
this communistic vitality; became the 
conqueror of neighbouring domains- 
grew rich and opulent. Classes aharp 
ly distinguishable from one another, 
the over-wealthy from the over-poor, 
came Into being; then followed de- 
generation of the average cltlaeh 
through the increase of slavery, and 
finally came the utter destruction of 
the state by a barbarian Invader, who 
was still Imbued with the communia 
tic vitality. This development was 
fastest In the case of Athens. From 
the end of the war with I**£«J 
BC, to Philip of Macedonia, hardly 
150 years had passed. In the last 
third of this period, the citizen popu- 
-atlon of Athens consisted of .none 
but wealthy and beggars; While the 
roductlon of wealth was carried on 
„ y a mass of slaves. These condi- 
tions prevailed throughout Greece, 
but to a greater .degree In Athens, 
Thanks to- Her wonderful <*de»hip 
In the defence of western civilization 
ugalnst Persia, Athens grew to a great 
power. She was made the head of 
the Lesbos Confederation, and in the 
course of a few years numerous 
small states became her tributaries 
Wealth was pouring into her coffers, 
The rich grew richer, but the poor 
grew poorer, owing to the importa- 
tion of slaves. The freemen degen 
erated. Labor was looked down up 
On as something menial and the 
population of citizens was divided in 
to a small number of the very rich 
and a large number of very poor. And 
to maintain itself, under such condi 
Hons, the state resorted to what was 
done later by Rome-it fed its poor 
at the PUl> lic expense. 

Finally war broke out between 
Sparta and Athens, and Athens, af- 
ter fighting for 30 years, became a 
dependent state of Sparta. Governors 
were set up who violated the law. 
abused their privileges, enriched 
themselves at the expense of the citi- 
zens. It is the story of the 80 tyrants 
and their corrupt practices. But all 
this is Interesting to ua only for the 
simple reason that Plato passed his 
childhood and youth during such 
times. Ho was the son of an old aria- 
tocratic house, of which he never de- 
nied his descent. He was, In fact, 
proud of it. and always showed a 
marked aversion toward democracy. 
Of course, Plato distinguished be- 
tween a democracy such as existed 
then, and a communistic state such as 
he bad in view. In a democracy rich 
and poor still persisted-the differ- 
ence of interests still prevailed. , 

After the death of his teachor, 
Socrates, Plato traveled, and what is 
more important for us— sought to in- 
troduce the tyrant' of. Syracuse —to 
bring his ideal state into operation. 
The tyrant, though an admirer of the 
fine arts, and a protector of philo- 
sophers, could not find sufficient time 
to try the plan. In fact, It is known 
that he became angry with Plato for 
disturbing him in the pursuit of his 
earthly pleasures, and the result was 
that Plato moved abruptly from Syra- 
cuse without bidding his benefactor 
farewell. On his return to Athens, 
Plato finished his Republic. In his 
polltela he seeks to ascertain what 
the oest constitution of a state and 
of a." society Is. He is convinced that 
the prevailing one is bad. Private 
ownership, the basis of" the prevailing 
constitution, leads to a great contrast 
between rich and poor, and finally to 
the decay of the state. "If rich and 
n «T- I riches," says he, "are honoured, then 
virtue and the good are less, honour- 



ed. Such a state Is not one, but two; 
the one consists of the poor, the 
other of the rich; both live in it, and 
the one thinks of harming tho other." 
But note an important difference be- 
tween Plato and the modern social- 
ist. The latter bases all hts hopes 
upon the working class; they alone 
can achieve the transformation from 
the Individually owned machinery in- 
to the aocUIly owned instruments of 
production. Nay, more than that, the 
modern socialist speaks of the eman- 
cipation' of oneNnJass only— the work- 
ing class— as you will hear later. The 
socialist considers, the wago-worker3. 

the only useful members of capi- 
talist society. It is not so with Plato. 
Consider his definition of the work- 
ers: "There is another class," says he, 
, of operatives, consisting of those 
whose mental qualifications do not 
recommend them as associates, hut 
whose bodily strength Is equal to 
hired labourer." A modern socialist 
their strength, and calling the price 
of It hire, are thence named, I believe, 
hired labourer." A modern socialist 
will not speak In this manner of the 
modern proletarian, for he considers 
blm as the intelligent founder of a 
new social system. Tho finest of in- 
tellects of modern times, Jean Jaurès, 
August Beliel, Karl Llebknecht. or 
Maxim Gorki, all look upon the mod- 
ern proletarian as a fit associate, as a 
proper irAélleotuail companion, 
should be kept In mind, however, that 
the worker In Plato's time had not 
the opportunities of educating him- 
self, and secondly. It should bo re- 
membered that labour occupied a de- 
graded position, owing to the Insti- 
tution of slavery. 

Elsewhere Plato compares he 
poor to drones, a comparison which 
shows us clearty the difference^ 
tween the ancient and the modem 
proletarians. The free non-owners 
then belonged to what Is analogous 
to our shemelement. Then the wro- 
letarlan lived of society; now socie- 
ty lives of the proletarian; hen ho 
proletarian lived by exploiting the 
rich; now the rich live by exploit- 
Ing the proletarian.

The course Includes a thorough 
grounding in Mathematics. Civil Bnrln- 
•erlng, Surveying, Physics. Chemistry 
French and English. *' 
The strict discipline maintained at 
the College Is one of the most valuable 
features of the course, and In addition 
the constant practice of gymnastics' 
drills and outdoor exercises of all kinds 
ensures health and excellent physical 
condition. 

Commissions In all branches of the 
Imperial service and Canadian Perman- 
ent Force are offered annually. 

The diploma of graduation is consid- 
ered by the authorities conducting tha 
examination for Dominion Land Sur- 
veyor to be equivalent to a university 
decree, and by the Regulations of tha 
Law Society of Ontario. It ohtains tha 
same exemptions as a B.A. degree.

Plato's Constitution. 

But let us now see .what constitu- 
tion riato proposes. It la at any 
rate onê along communistic lines; but 
h e does not abolish class distinctions. 
Plato's citizens are divided into 
classes according to their capac'ty 
and ability. At the bottom we have 
the great mass of workers, repre- 
senting the various crafts, the farm- 
ers and tho tradesmen; next come the 
soldiers or armed defenders of the 
state, and uppermost stand the guar- 
dians or regents of the slate. 

This division into classes is quite 
consistent with the mode of produc- 
tion then prevailing. Wealth was not 
produced by collective or social la- 
Sour, but by individual' handicrafu- 
m en. Under such industrial condi- 
tions the productivity of a state de- 
pends on the highest efficiency of ho 
mdlViduoH. not as to-day, on the 
highest efficiency of the machine. The 
cobbler, therefore, or the tailor, or 
the blacksmith, requires years of ap- 
prenticeship, and years of experience, 
owing to the fact that he produces 
the whole of the product. Plato's ob- 
ject Is that the state should first 
find out what a man Is best fitted 
for. and then to put him exclusively 
to tills chosen task. Not all men 
are born with equal mental capacities, 
but each one is fit to perform some 
function. Let the individual perfect 
himself In the performance of .that 
function. Hence the cobbler should 
remain, and not meddle with politics, 
or any other business; the soldier 
should remain soldier, and do nothing 
cue, and the guardian or regent of 
the otate should govern, and do no- 
thing «Ue. Tn° tnre0 classes should 
be sharply divided from one another 
for fear that one would Influence the 
other. And In order to make this 
separation complete he assigns to 
the regents of the state a fortified 
home at some remote spot, away from 
the workers. 

The main object of Plato is to free 
office holders or guardians from all 
economic or doss interests. His 
motive H to build up a incorruptlve 
government, Independent of material 
Interests. 'His governors do not pro 
duce directly. They own no propera 
ty. They are provided for by tho 
working-class, and_it Is these provl 
slons that they share in common, 
Hence this system may be properly 
called a communism of consumption 
of enjoyment. To be consistent 
throughout Plato advocates commun 
lam, of women and children. The abo- 
lition of private property meant also 
the abolition of the monogamous sys- 
tem of marriage, since woman w.iiî 
then, as she Is Btill considered to-day. 
by most men, a mere chattel, a sort 
of possession. Plato, despite his ori- 
ginality and Independent spirit, re- 
garded woman as part and parcel of 
man's property, and so it should not 
surprise us to see. him advocate the 
community of women along with tne 
community of goods. He speaks In 
one place "of possession and use of 
woman." v

To sum up Plato's communism: 
His chief motive is to have regents 
of a state who can act Independently 
oi material interests. Hence the class 
that is to govern should not come un- 
der the Influenco of tho industrial 
and trading classes. (1) The class of 
workers have nothing to do with poli- 
tics; their function shall be to work 
as efficiently as possible in order to 
sustain themselves and the other two 
classes. As an additional fact, let .ne 
say that though tho private owner- 
ship is to be abolished among the 
governing class, it may still continue 
to exist among the Industrial classes. 
This is quite consistent with the in- 
dividual mode of production then pre- 
vailing when the machinery consisted 
of mere hand-tools of a very primi- 
tive kind.. 

(3) The communism is one of en- 
joyment, and to be conformed to only 
among the soldiers and regents. 

The Utopia of Plato was very one- 
sided and highly aristocratic. Its fate 
was that of other systems which 
havo sought to improve human rela- 
tions without first considering the 
historic development of things. Such 
men as Plato, with all due respect 
to their genius, are lacking In the 
historic perspective. They do not 
seem to realize that organized society 
Is a mere arbitrary Invention of men, 
but a logical and definite outgrowth 
of historical development. One might 
as well try to make the earth stand 
still as to arbitrarily stay the march 
of social evolution. The system of 
Plato could not succeed hecause it 
was no more than a plan based upon 
human reason, a plan which, accord- 
ing to its author, required for its exe- 
cution some great and influential in- 
dividual. Given the plan and the 
great Individual, all else may be ig- 
nored. This is the mistake that all 
Utopians make , and can probably be 
traced back to man's first poor at- 
tempt to explain natural and social 
phenomena by means of the ancestor 
or great man fable; this view found 
its acme In the work's of a Carlyle, 
who was inclined to ascribe almost 
all progress to the efforts of great 
Individuals. Indeed, 'a professor of 
history holding a like .view, but re- 
cently remarked to me that if not 
for the fact that Charles V. was kept 
busy by the Turks, and consequently 
unable to cope with Luthei the Re- 
formation could never have succeed- 
ed. As If 'great movements can be 
annulled by individuals! It Is the 
mistake which the Utopians made In 
appealing to individuals or v to the rea- 
son of man.

REPORT ISSUED. 

It Is impossible yet to make a com- 
prehensive estimate of the results of 
the food service pledge card cam- 
paign throughout Canada, but much 
interesting und enlightening material 
is contained in the Interim report is- 
sued by Mrs. Eleanor Gurnett, secre- 
tary of the Women's Auxiliary to 
the Organization of ltesource.1 Com- 
mittee, which conducted the pledge 
card campaign for the Food Con- 
troller In the Province of Ontario. 

Thousands of pledge cards have 
been returned from various parts of 
the Province duly signed, and Ham- 
ilton, London, St. Thomas, Brant- 
ford, Belleville, Guelph, Barrie, Peter- 
borough; Woodstock, Kingston, St. 
Catharines, Port Arthur, Fort Wil- 
liam and a large number of smaller 
places have still to lie henrd from. • 

It is felt that on the whole the 
campaign has been a great success. It 
has had a stimulating effect on the 
housewives In calling their atten- 
tion to the food situation, and In 
making them consider the nutritive 
value of food as never before. To 
some it has come as a revelation that 
they could depart from their dally 
menus in which beef, bacon and 
wheat figured largely, and use sub- 
stitutes not only quite as nourishing 
but, in many cases, more so. 

Where the personal touch entered 
Into the canvass, success wus im- 
mediate, but where the pledge cards 
were left at the door of a home with- 
out any explanation, the results were 
negligible. 

It Is held that the value of the 
campaign lies in the fact the wom?n 
of the Province, even those who re- 
fused to sign the food service pledge 
are, nevertheless, conserving food be- 
cause the gravity of the world sit- 
uation has been brought to their at- 
tention. Many gratifying letters 
have been received from rural dis- 
tricts, the school teachers being par- 
ticularly active. Splendid enthusiasm 
was evinced by the women of Barrie. 
Out of 1,200 cards sent out, 1,000 
were returned signed. In Oakville, 
the refusals were almost nil. Only 
50 refusals are credited to Newmar- 
ket, while 200 cards were signed from 
Port Credit, with only 10 refusals. 
Napanee's record was also excellent. 
The same is true of Orlllla and Niag- 
ara Falls. The canvass at Gait was 
very thorough, in spite of the oppo- 
sition of one class of the women, 1,200 
cards being signed. Similar success 
was evidenced in the returns from 
Niagara Falls, Penetang, ' Renfrew, 
Windsor, Cobourg, Cobalt and Kenora 
and Toronto. Every day gives fresh 
uvidence that women of Canada are 
awakening to what the food shortage 
means, and many of those who found 
fault at first have experienced a 
change of heart, and are now sending 
for food service pledge cards. 

"Apart from any result which could 
be tabulated the lasting result of the 
campaign must be regarded as edu- 
cational. To have created so much 
uiscussion in such a short time ev°n 
■hen some of it was critical was a 
real achievement," Mrs. Gurnett states 
In concluding her report.
